Construction of the Association's 
new office building, which will house 
the communications department, has 
been completed. 

The 16,000-square-foot building, 
located adjacent to the NCAA's 
national office in Mission, Kansas, 
will be ready for occupancy November 
5. 

Cost of the building, including fur- 
niture and equipment, is approxi- 
mately $1.5 million. Construction of 
the building was financed without use 
of any of the Association's present 



income sources, since they are needed 
to maintain current programs of the 
Association. 

In April 1981, the Executive Com- 
mittee voted to dissolve the Advisory 
Investment Trust and use those funds, 
approximately $600,000, for con 
struction of the new office building. 
The remaining amount was obtained 
by utilizing industrial revenue bonds 
through the City of Mission. 

The 20 member communications 
department will occupy space on the 
first floor, which has about 7,000 



square feet. The rest of the NCAA staff 
will remain in the existing building, 
which was opened in April 1973. 

The Winn-Senter Construction 
Company of Kansas City, Missouri, 
constructed the building, and James L. 
Dent, who was the design architect for 
the first building, was the architect. 

The second floor of the new build- 
ing probably will be leased. It is 
expected that Fugazy International, 
Inc., an independent contractor that 
handles the NCAA travel service, will 
open an office on the second floor.

Statisticians: playing it 
by the numbers since 1937

The numbers game starts at 3:30 
p.m. every Saturday, lasts until Thurs- 
day and is played during the entire 
course of the collegiate football sea- 
son. 

In the time it takes to play the num- 
bers game, the statistics of the 510 
football teams in all four NCAA divi- 
sions will be gathered, audited, reau- 
ditcd, audited again, tabulated and, 
finally, disseminated. 

The NCAA has been playing the 
numbers game since 1937. The rules 
of the game — to gather quickly and 
disseminate accurate football statistics 
so that the media, coaches and fans 
have significant information about 
football — have remained the same 
since the first statistics were recorded. 

"Keeping statistics is a lot like bal- 
ancing your checkbook," Steve Boda, 
associate director of statistics, said. 
"If one team gives up 100 yards on 
defense , the other team better have 1 00 
yards on offense. 

"It's that basic principle that keeps 
the nation's football statistics in bal- 
ance. If the teams balance out, you can 
be confident the statistics are in shape 
and there are no major errors." 

Considering the volume of statistics 
the NCAA accumulates in a weekend, 
Boda's principle of keeping the nation 
in balance is no easy feat . The first step 
begins in early August when members 
of the statistics department analyze the 



schedules of the 1 89 teams in Division 
I-A and Division I AA. 

A time is assigned to the sports 
information director or statistics tech- 
nician of the host institution to call in 
or telecommunicate the game's statis 
tics. Without the cooperation of the 
individual responsible for submitting 
those statistics, the numbers game 
could not be played. 

"The gathering process is never 
completely smooth," James F. 
Wright, statistics coordinator, said. 
"We rely on the SID to call us with the 
statistics, and when you consider that 
he has to accommodate the local media 
and oversee a statistics crew that gen- 
erally changes from year to year, 
errors will be made and oversights can 
occur." 

However. Wright, with the help of 
administrative assistant Gina L. 
McNeal and computer sophistication, 
usually catches and corrects most errors 
before statistics are disseminated. 

Wright and McNeal, along with the 
three volunteers who answer the tele- 
phones and operate telecommunica- 
tion machines, begin the numbers 
game. After statistics arrive from 
games played on the East Coast, 
Wright and McNeal make a cursory 
audit to spot obvious discrepancies or 
omissions. 

The reports then arc relayed to one 
of four key punch operators who write 
the computer program. When the sta 
tistics for four games are accumulated.

Women's 
programs 
promoted 

Education is more than a campus 
effort this year with the NCAA's new 
attempt to enhance women's athletic 
programs throughout the country. 
Films, championships advertising, 
magazine articles, clinics, and televi- 
sion and radio promotional messages 
are some of the tools the Association 
will use in an attempt to improve par- 
ticipation and opportunities for 
women. 

"We have three major goals in this 
program," explained Ruth M. Berkey, 
assistant executive director. "Wc 
want to increase the number of female 
student-athletes, we want to create 
more opportunities for women 
coaches and we want to provide tools 
for those women professionals to be 
better qualified to be top job candi 
dates." 

Just as the program has three goals, 
the increase in Association support is 
in three areas: an expansion of already- 
existing promotional efforts, supple 
mentary funding of promotional pro- 
grams earmarked specifically for 
NCAA women's championships and 
expansion in new directions. 

Berkey will oversee the entire 
effort, aided by a soon-to-be-hired 
assistant and cooperation from the 
communications department, particu- 
larly in the area of championships pro- 
motion. 

"We want to do what we can to 
make women's championships even 
more successful," said administrative 
assistant Timothy W. Gleason, who 
coordinates all championships promo- 
tional efforts. "There is no way to 
measure exactly the results of our 
efforts so far, but our discussions with 
host institutions have indicated a great 
response. Some of what we arc doing 
still is in the experimental stage." 

Some of those experiments took 
place last year as concerted efforts to

Frank will 
finish term 
as president 

James Frank, president of Lincoln 
University, Jefferson City, Missouri, 
will remain as president of the NCAA 
until his term expires in January, 
despite his dismissal as president of 
Lincoln by the university's board of 
curators, which said it was seeking "a 
new leadership style." 

Frank announced his own removal 
at a press conference he called October 
25. Members of the Lincoln board of 
curators referred all questions about 
Frank's removal to Otis Jackson, 
board president. However, Jackson 
has sidestepped inquiries about the 
board's action, according to the Asso- 
ciated Press. 

Frank, 51, has been president of 
Lincoln since 1973 and is under con 
tract until June 1983. His two-year 
term as NCAA president expires in 
January. The NCAA constitution 
specifies that members of the Council 
and Executive Committee whose sta- 
tus changes shall be replaced at the 
next Convention. 

He is the first college president to

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Georgia uses laser beam to treat injuries

University of Georgia football play- 
ers call Donna Lockman "Laser 
Lady ." Each week she treats their inju 
ries and those of other Georgia athletes 
with a painless laser beam. 

"Mondays and Tuesdays are espe- 
cially busy," she said, "The players 
sustain more injuries during the 
games, and immediately after practice 



sician, and head trainer Warren Morris 
were trying any means possible to heal 
the bone so that Walker would be side 
lined a minimum amount of time. 

Studies have shown that the laser 
beam can promote the growth of bone 
tissue. Of greater interest to Mulherin 
and Morris was the laser's ability to 
decrease swelling. The two decided to 
give it a try on Walker after Lockman 
demonstrated the process to Mulherin.

on Monday, they start filing in and lin 
ing up at the door." 

Lockman, a registered physical 
therapist from Sparta, Georgia, began 
treating the players' injuries prior to 
the 1982 football season. One of her 
first patients was all-America tailback 
Herschel Walker and his broken 
thumb. 

Dr. Butch Mulherin, the team phy 



Walker's thumb healed quickly; 
however, those involved, including 
Lockman, will not say that the laser 
was responsible. "Herschel had so 
many different treatments that it is 
actually hard to say what did it," she 
said. 

Some effects of laser treatment have 
been proven clinically. 

"It is known that circulation 



increases as a result of exposure to 
laser," Lockman said. "The rate of 
wound healing increases. There also is 
increased unity rate of fractures and 
reduction of swelling. White blood- 
cell growth is increased in the area of 
the wound. And histamines, which 
cause the pain, are dispersed." 

And unlike the discomfort of hold 
ing an ankle in ice, the athlete feels no 
pain during laser treatment. The laser 
beam emits no heat. The injury is 
scanned for a set length of time, deter- 
mined by the severity. Pressure points 
are used to treat certain injuries. 

Freshman cornerback Tony Flack 
injured his knee in the Mississippi 
State game. The following Monday, 
immediately after practice, he was get- 
ting laser treatment from Lockman. 

"This does make the swelling go 
down pretty fast, and it eases the 
pain," Flack said. "It doesn't happen 
overnight, but it is quicker than other 
methods. I think what is more impor- 
tant is that it can pinpoint an injury." 



Safer equipment may be needed 



The secretary-rules editor of the 
NCAA Football Rules Committee says 
helmets and shoulder pads might be 
causing as many injuries as they pre- 
vent. 

David M. Nelson, athletic director 
at the University of Delaware, said the 
committee has tried everything possi- 
ble to make the game safer. He said it 
might be time now to reevaluate and 
modify the equipment. 

"Shoulder pads are almost like iron , 
and helmets are the same way," Nel- 
son said in an interview with the Des 
Moines Register. "We get more bro 
ken hands and busted fingers from 
players just accidentally rapping their 
hands on a face mask or helmet. 

"The helmet is so much harder than 
it used to be. For several years at Dela- 
ware, we used padding on the outside 
of helmets, and Woody Hayes did the 
same thing at Ohio State. 

"But the helmet people told us we 
shouldn't do that because there is so 
much more friction that it causes neck 
injuries. And they're the ones who are 



doing the research. That's one of the 
reasons we took it off ." 

Nelson was responding to com- 
ments from Iowa coach Hay den Fry, 
who expressed concern that football is 
becoming too dangerous. 

Fry said there are so many injuries 
that he has thought about quitting and 
added that the sport is getting so vio- 
lent it might be outlawed in another 10 
years. 

"We all share Hayden's concerns," 
Nelson said. "Players are getting big- 
ger, faster and stronger, and naturally 
they're going to hit harder. 

"Football is a collision sport, and 
it's an accepted fact that you're going 
to have some injuries. But the rules 
committee has done just about every- 
thing it can to make the game safer." 

Sixty-five rule changes have been 
made for safety reasons since 1968, 
Nelson said. Among them are a prohi- 
bition against blocking below the 
waist and a requirement that all players 
wear mouthpieces. 

Nelson said he has heard criticism 



from fans about players wearing 
gloves and padding their arms. How 
ever, he said he sees nothing wrong 
with wearing such equipment. 

"My reply is that if they don't, then 
you're going to have more broken 
arms and hands," he said. "And who 
are they going to hurt? If they want to 
wear boxing gloves, then let them 
wear boxing gloves, because they 
won't hurt somebody who has a helmet 
or face mask on." 

As for future rule changes that might 
curb injuries, Nelson said a possibility 
is a ban on tackling below the waist, 
although he noted that would be 
unpopular. 

"Coaches will probably drum me 
out of the lodge for saying that," he 
said "But you know , that was the way 
the rules were back in the early days. 

"Before 1902, it was illegal to 
tackle a player below the knee. After it 
was changed, injuries shot up in the 
next three years, causing the problem 
in fatalities that President Theodore 
Roosevelt got so upset about."

A week before Flack's knee injury, 
Lockman's laser pinpointed the cause 
of another of the player's pains. What 
had been thought to be a groin pull was 
diagnosed as a pulled muscle inside 
the leg. Exercises were prescribed to 
get the muscle back in shape. 

"The laser is a tremendous pain 
management tool," Morris said. 
"When an injury occurs, inflamma- 



tion and swelling set in and shut down 
Mother Nature's healing process. The 
laser breaks up that swelling quickly, 
and the healing process can begin. 
Thus, the athlete gets back on the field 
quicker. 

"In our business, you have to get 
treated and go right back into war. But, 
from what I've seen, we are getting 
positive results quickly ." 



Plan for overtimes 
existed last century

The University of Maine's football 
team made both headlines and history 
this season when the Black Bears 
played a total of 10 overtimes on two 
consecutive weekends, losing to 
Rhode Island, 58-55, in six extra ses- 
sions, and then dropping a 48-45 deci- 
sion to Boston University in four over- 
times. 

In reporting overtime arrangements 
as a relatively new development in col- 
lege grid action, most observers totally 
are unaware that there really is nothing 
new under the sun. Overtimes were a 
regular provision of the collegiate 
rules more than a century ago. 

Resolving ties by giving each team 
equal opportunities starting deep in 
opposition territory is, indeed, a rela- 
tively new concept. There are varia- 
tions — the NCAA tic breaker plan 
gives the initial possession at the oppo- 
nent's 15 yard line, while high schools 
generally start at the 10-yard stripe. 
Perhaps it would be more appropriate 
to refer to these overtimes as "series" 
rather than ' 'periods" since the series 
could be as short as two plays (if, for 
example, team A fumbled the ball to 
team B on its first play, and team B 
promptly scored on the first play of its 
series). 

Back in 1881, however, overtime 
periods were just that — full periods of 
action. College football in that bygone 
era was out of its infancy and growing 
rapidly. Between 25 and 30 teams 
were in action, and intersectional play 
had been inaugurated when Michigan 
played Yale, Harvard and Princeton 
in successive games. Regarding the 
1881 rules, the noted historian Parke 



H. Davis made this observation: 

"In case of a tie, two additional 
periods of 15 minutes each were 
ordered to be played, with an interval 
of five minutes between. If still tied, a 
goal kicked from a touchdown was 
given precedence over a goal kicked 
from the field." 

Thus, in 1881, there existed both 
overtime periods and a possible tie- 
breaking mechanism. As to the rela 
live value of goals, keep in mind that 
point values had not been established 
yet (that didn't take place until 1884); 
a winner in the early days might be 
determined just by a listing, such as 
Princeton's "six goals and four touch- 
downs" over Pcnn's "one safety" in 
1879. 

In today's terms, however. Rhode 
Island's six-overtime triumph over 
Maine may well be the longest game in 
collegiate history, and the four hours 
of elapsed time also may be a new 
standard. It is worth noting that the 
high school record was set in Detroit in 
September of 1977, when Southeast- 
ern went eight overtimes before down- 
ing Northeastern, 42-36. By contrast, 
the shorter time of the regulation high 
school periods led to an elapsed time 
of 3:43, 17 minutes shorter than the 
college epic, despite the two addi- 
tional overtimes. 

Maine, though, may have the most 
enduring footnote of all regarding the 
two consecutive games, but it may be 
one that Coach Ron Rogerson and his 
Black Bears would just as soon forget. 
For where else in collegiate history has 
a football team totaled 100 points in 
two games and been on the losing side 
both times?

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Football Notes 

Scoring average remains at record pace 



Scoring Hits 43.3 

The national scoring average in 
Division 1-A hit 43.3 points per game 
(both teams combined) for the season 
to date — above the all-time-high 43.2 
for all of 1969 — after a season-high 
46.6 average for 50 games last Satur- 
day. And 46.6 ranks as the ninth high- 
est of all time for a single weekend, a 
list which is topped by 49 . 1 2 for the 49 
1-A games on November 23. 1968. 

Total offense hit 719.24 rushing- 
passing yards per game last Satur- 
day — highest of the season and one of 
the highest in history. It was the fourth 
straight Saturday of 700-plus total 
offense and pushed the season average 
to 697.4 — far above the record. 

Interestingly, rushing yardage per 
game exceeded passing last Saturday 
for the first time all season — 360.66 to 
358. 58 yards per game (both teams 
combined). Even so. passing is at a 
record high 361.94 per game and it's 
certain that passing yardage will 
exceed rushing yardage for the first 
time in college football history. 




Ohio State's Tim Spencer is 10th 
this week in Division I-A rushing 
with a per game average of 1 15 .5 

7.85 Yards Per Rush 



Eric Dickerson of Southern Metho- 
dist is on track to break the all-time- 
high 7.63 yards per rush by Billy Sims 
of Oklahoma in 1978 (his Hcisman 
Trophy season), using a minimum ol 
225 rushes for the season. Sims avera- 
ged 21 .0 rushes per game — exactly the 
same as Dickerson now averages — but 
Dickerson is now averaging 7 . 85 yards 
per rush. 

It boils down to this: If Dickerson 
continues his current 21 .0 carries per 
game, he will need 444 total yards (a 
7.05 average) in his last three games 
(vs. Rice, Texas Tech and Arkansas, 
which is now fifth nationally in rush- 
ing defense) to break Sims* record — 
7.632 to 7.627. Sims carried 23 1 times 
for 1 ,762 yards in 1978. 

It is one of four major I-A player 
season records now in jeopardy from 
this season's crop of top players. Geor- 
gia junior Terry Hoage. with three 
games left, is four short of the inter- 
ceptions record of 14 by Washington's 
Al Worley in 1968. Hoage, a 3.85 stu- 
dent (4.00 is perfect), is taking a 
lighter course load than usual this sea- 
son: genetics (his major), biochemis- 
try and French. "1 don't consider 
myself a scholar," he says. 

As mentioned in last week's notes, 
the first four field-goal kickers are 
above the record of 2.09 per game and 
Washington's Chuck Nelson, now 21- 
for-21, is smashing all accuracy 
records. 

302.1 Yards Per Game 

With an average of 302. 1 yards per 
game for his 20 game, two-season col- 
lege career, Tony Eason of Illinois 
already has broken the Division I-A 
career record of 254.4 total-offense 
yards per game by Stanford's Jim 
Plunkett (7,887 in 31 games, 1968 70; 
he was the 1970 Heisman winner). 
You see, Eason needed 5,598 yards to 
break the record and now has 6,04 1 , so 



he could have minus-400-plus yards 
his last two games and still hold the 
record. (He's a junior college transfer, 
thus eligible only for two years.) 

The first eight players on the career 
per-game list entering this season were 
three-season players. In ninth place 
was Wake Forest's Jay Venuto at 
222.4 for 1979 80^the highest two- 
season player (until Eason). In 10th 
was Brigham Young's Jim McMahon, 
the all-time leader in total yards at 
9,723, with a 221.0 average for 44 
games, making him the highest four- 
season player. 

Four-season players usually have 
small figures for their freshman sea- 
son. Stanford's John El way, now at 
203.8 total-offense yards per game for 
40 games, had only 511 his freshman 
year. So the 1972 freshmen-eligible 
rule gives the four-season player an 
edge in the total-yardage rankings, but 
does just the opposite in the per-game 
career rankings (unless he happens to 
have a great freshman season, as did 
Tony Dorsett and Hcrschcl Walker).

Other Unique Careers 

Speaking of Walker and unique 
careers, the Georgia tailback now has 
4,701 rushing yards and with three 
games left seems likely to become the 
first junior ever to reach 5, OCX). On a 
per-game basis, 4,701 for 30 games is 
a 156.7 average, and that has been 
exceeded over a career only by Cor- 
nell's Ed Mannaro, 174.6 for 27 
games, and Southern California's O.J. 
Simpson, 164.4 for just 19 games 
(another two year man like Eason). 

And since the rushing championship 
is decided on a per-game basis, it's 
still possible that Walker could lose 
the 1982 title because of his decision to 
play in the season opener against 
C"lemson despite a fractured thumb on 
his ball-carrying hand. He gained only 
20 yards in limited action that night. 
Had he sat out that game, he'd now be 
No. 2 at 167 7 yards per game. (Okla- 
homa State's Ernest Anderson, still 
well out in front at 189.7 after a 227 
yard game against Missouri, closes 
against Nebraska, Kansas State, Iowa 
State and San Diego State, all above 
average against the rush.) 

SMU's Eric Dickerson and Craig 
James, alternating at tailback for four 



seasons, now have 7.487 yards (Dick- 
erson 4,123. James 3,364) and seem 
certain to break 8.000 in career rush- 
ing. That makes them a unique pair in 
history in terms of yardage. It's 
unheard of for the same pair to alter 
nate through four seasons, much less 
with such remarkable success. 

And finally, don't overlook Tennes- 
see State's Mike Jones, playing two 
seasons in l-AA and two in I-A. He has 
3,043 receiving yards and 31 touch- 
down catches for 40 games with two 
games left. He'll rank high in both on 
the all divisions career lists. 
"Our First Priority" 

Kennie Taylor, a junior fullback at 
Adrian, missed the first two and a half 
quarters of the game against winless 
Olivet while taking his dental school 
admissions test. Olivet ruined Adri- 
an's perfect record with a 24-22 vic- 
tory. Said head coach Ron Labadic: 
"Kennie is going to be a dentist much 
longer than he plays football. He let us 
know about the exam before coming to 
camp this summer. Our first priority is 
helping to mold professional men, not 
professional football players." (Dave 
Knight, Adrian SID) 

(And just a week later. Taylor 
rushed for 236 yards and three touch- 
downs in a 42-14 victory over previ- 
ously undefeated Kalamazoo. He now 
ranks No. 4 nationally in Division III 
rushing through games of October 23 . ) 
Quickie Quips 

Santa Clara head coach Pat Mallcy 
after his team lost its first game of the 
season (28-7 to California-Davis) after 
five straight victories: "It really 
wasn't a problem. 1 went home and 
slept like a baby: I got up and cried 
every two hours." (Mike McNulty. 
Santa Clara SID) 

East Carolina's Jody Schulz, a 6-4, 
240 pounder and a standout at defen- 
sive end. said when asked about fans 
leaving home games early: "A fan is 
the guy who sits in the stands and asks 
how a kid can miss throwing a football 
to another kid 10 yards away, and then 
goes to the parking lot and can't 
remember where he parked his car." 

East Carolina head coach Ed 
Emory, asked if a high school recruit at 
a I-A school would be as good as one at 
a 4-A school, replied: "Look, if a 
woman is good looking in Bath. North 
Carolina, then she's going to be good 
looking in Greenville, North Caro- 
lina." (Mark Brand, East Carolina 
assistant SID) 

Northeast Louisiana head coach Pat 
Collins, on the fact that his team 
scored on seven straight possessions in 
beating Southeastern Louisiana: 
"That's pretty good against tall 
weeds, not to mention a pretty good 
football team." (Boh Anderson, North- 
east Louisiana SID) 

Cincinnati defensive ends coach Jay 
Bonds, noting Alabama's excellent 
depth, quipped following the Bear 
cats' 21-3 loss to the Crimson Tide: 
"They run so many people in and out 
of there, I don't know how anyone gets 
enough playing time to earn a letter." 
(Tom Hathaway, Cincinnati SID) 

Vanderbilt's Jeff McFerran, a fresh- 
man middle linebacker, was doing an 
outstanding job until he sprained his 
foot against Georgia and was doubtful 
for the next game against Mississippi. 



Said head coach George Maclntyrc: 
"We hope Jeff will be able to play. 
He's walking around with one of those 
little battery-powered stimulators on 
his foot. 1 just hope to heaven he 
doesn't forget to take it off when he 
gets in the bathtub." (Tonv Neelv, Van- 
derbilt assistant SID) 

Kansas tight end Sylvester Byrd, 
after vowing not to shave until the Jay- 
hawks won, reacted to a tie with Okla- 
homa State by shaving the right side of 
his face and leaving the left side 
unshaven. Said Byrd: "Oh, well, it's 
something different." 

Asked whether he worries about 
making his field-goal attempts. Iowa 
State senior kicker Alex Gif fords 
replied: "I can't worry. If 1 did, my 
stomach would look like a five-year- 
old's shoelaces — full of knots." 

Oklahoma coach Barry Switzer suf- 
fered a bruised wrist and broken watch 
when Sooner freshman tailback Mar- 
cus Dupree and Oklahoma State senior 
linebacker Gary Lewis rolled into the 
sideline. A bystander helped Switzer 
to his feet and asked about the watch. 
"Heck with the watch," Switzer 
replied. "How's Marcus?" (Bill Han- 
cock, Big Eight Conference SID) 

Bill Williams, head coach of Divi- 
sion III San Diego, on his team's game 
with Division II Cal Poly-Pomona: "I 
hope we aren't in fora 'Dunkirk' situa- 
tion. Our field runs east to west and is 
four miles from the ocean, so I'm 
going to have ships waiting for us at 
Mission Bay." (Ted Gosen, San Diego 
SID) 

Northern Arizona SID Wylie Smith 
in a radio interview with head coach 
Joe Harper prior to the Idaho State 
game: "Coach, Idaho State comes to 
Flagstaff with one of the best passing 
games in the nation, but we've got a 
surprise for them — 30-30 rifle place- 
ments on each side of the field." 
Quipped Harper: "Wylie, that just 
might help." (Northern Arizona beat 
the defending Division I AA champi 
ons, 18-16.) (Arnie Sgalio. Big Sky 
Conference SID )

Marc was different than 
Jim and Jim is different than me." As 
for his ancestry, Steve says: "It wasn't 
until I began playing that I even 
thought much about being a Young. I 
guess it's an interesting story. It's fun, 
but it doesn't get me anywhere."

I-A & I-AA Top 22 Million 

Total season attendance for Divisions I-A and l-AA combined soared past the 
22 million mark last Saturday, reaching 22,356,967. That is 410,044 more than 
the same 1 89 teams totaled a year ago at this stage, but they have played two more 
games, so the "real" gain is 351 ,746. On a per-game basis, the current 29, 149 is 
up 460, or 1 .60 percent. Division I-A is up 677 per game despite a tiny lag in per 
centage of capacity, while l-AA is a scant 47 behind in per-game average even 
though up a full point in percentage of capacity. Here's the attendance chart to 
date:

Women's Basketball Preview 



Down-to-the-wire race expected in Division I

The second year of NCAA Division 
1 women's basketball competition is 
shrouded in mystery — genuine nail 
biting, teeth-clenching suspense that 
has fans, coaches and players shiver- 
ing with excitement about this sea- 
son's title chase. 

The reason for their joy is that 
phrases such as "wide open," "any- 
one can win" and "down to the wire 
finish," which have been meaningless 
in the past, are a definite part of the 
prognosticator's vocabulary this year. 
On college campuses across America, 
women's basketball teams are viewing 
1982-83 with a we -can-win-it attitude 
that for once is more than just an early 
November dream. 

All of this, however, does not mean 
that the sport is about to transform 
from the dictatorial regimes of Imma 
culata, Delta State, Old Dominion 
and, recently, Louisiana Tech of the 
last 12 years to mob rule. (The only 
surprise winner in that span was 
UCLA, the 1978 A1AW champion.) 
The potential for another one team 
runaway still exists. The difference, 
however, is that teams other than 
defending NCAA champion Louisiana 
Tech have the talent to pull it off. 

Each of the schools favored to reach 
the finals from their geographic areas 
could win the Division I crown. But 
competition in all those regions will 
make it difficult for any team to dupli 
cate the current 69-1 two-year record 
defending NCAA champion Louisiana 
Tech brings to the starting gate. 

On the East Coast, Old Dominion 
(22-6), with 6-8 senior Anne 
Donovan, is actively talking about a 
return to glory after finishing seventh 
in the rankings and being eliminated in 
the East regional semifinals by Kansas 
State last season. If the Monarchs are 
successful, they will achieve their goal 
before a home crowd, since the Big 
Blue once again will host the NCAA 
finals. 

In the Mideast, Tennessee (22-10), 
which made its fifth trip to the finals in 
the last six years, has a solid unit that 
could reward 1984 Olympic coach Pat 
Head Summitt with her first national 
title. Meanwhile, rivals in the Midwest 
are aware that it still is going to take a 
strong effort to loosen Louisiana 
Tech's (35- 1 ) grip on the sport, despite 
the fact that coach Sonja Hogg's squad 
is not as deep as before. 

The team that could loosen the 
Techsters' hold, however, is Southern 
California (23 4), which has the mak 
ings of the nation's newest power- 
house. That prospect is caused by the 
addition of Cheryl Miller, the nation's 
top freshman, who announced her deci- 
sion last August to join 6-3 twin sis- 
ters, Pam and Paula McGee, and the 
rest of the Women of Troy . 

However, these arc not the only 
schools that could come under the 
spell of March magic. Long Beach 
State (24-6), Georgia (21-9), Ken- 
tucky (24-8). Maryland (25-7). Pcnn 
State (24-6). Cheyney State (27-2), 
South Carolina (23-0) and Kansas 
State (26-6) all have potential to upend 
the leaders. 

They will be joined in the race by 
Texas (35-4) and Rutgers (25-7). per- 
ennial top 10 powers leading a group 
of former AIAW participants into 
NCAA competition. The switch will 
increase the NCAA total from 1 15 to 
268 Division 1 members, with many 
schools playing Division 1 schedules 
for the first time. 

Texas is a bona-fide threat for the 
finals, with everyone back from last 
year's AIAW runner-up team. 
Rutgers, the last AIAW basketball 
winner before the organization sus- 



pended championships, is rebuilding 
but could be a threat by March if Coach 
Theresa Grentz's freshmen jell quickly. 

Another team making its NCAA 
debut is Minnesota (18-10), which is a 
favorite for the Big Ten title. 

Speaking of conferences, balance 
and strength also can be found at this 
entry level, where many races for 
titles — leading to automatic national 
tournament bids in 1 3 instances — also 
will be up for grabs. 

Incidentally, the men are not alone 
in experimenting with rules this sea- 
son. The new High Country Athletic 
Conference is instituting a three point 
play for league games. 

Meanwhile, here is a quick look at 
who's going after what in the four geo- 
graphic sectors: 

East 

Four conferences — the Atlantic 
Coast, Atlantic 10, Big East and Sun 
Belt — have automatic bids. The new 
Cosmopolitan, East Coast, Ivy 
League, Metro Atlantic and Mideast 
em Athletic also sponsor champion- 
ships. 

The ACC sent three teams to nation- 
als last year and could do the same 
again. Maryland and North Carolina 
State will fight it out, but North Caro- 
lina keeps getting tougher. Clemson 
will miss Barbara Kennedy, the 
nation's leading scorer, but still can be 
a factor. Virginia also cannot be dis- 
counted. 

Penn State is a decided favorite to 
win the first Atlantic 10 crown over 
Rutgers, but Temple and St. Joseph's 
(Pa.) could make the competition 
interesting. 

The Big East begins its first formal 
season of women's competition, with 
Providence a slight favorite. Villanova 
(29-4) will miss Lisa Ortlip and 
Stephanie Vanderslice, who gave the 
Wildcats their best year with a No. 1 1 
ranking and a fourth-place finish in the 
AIAW tournament. But coach Harry 
Perretta's team remains competitive 
and when considered with Syracuse, 
Pittsburgh, Seton Hall and, perhaps, 
St. John's, demonstrates balance and 
opportunity for contenders. 

Old Dominion should be an easy 
winner in the new Sun Belt Conference 
women's race, with Western Ken 
tucky the best of the rest. Actually, a 
strong second-place finish might mean 
an at-large berth to the nationals in 
March. 

It's been awhile since Carol Blazc- 
jowski scored all those points at Mont- 
clair State, but coach Maureen Wen- 
delken could have a winner in the new 
Cosmopolitan Conference. The East 
Coast Conference's first season of 
women's competition should see La 
Salle and Delaware as the dominating 
teams, but Rider will push the Explor 
ers and Blue Hens all year. 

The Ivy League is wide open now 
that Gail Koziara has graduated from 
Dartmouth. Pennsylvania, the regular 
season champion, could win the title 
under the new double-round-robin for- 
mat. Yale and Brown make it a three- 
way race. 

St. Peter's is expected to repeat as 
Metro Atlantic champions, but Man- 
hattan will be much stronger. Howard 
should repeat as Mid Eastern Athletic 
Conference champion, with South 
Carolina State remaining traditionally 
tough 

New Hampshire is the best of East 
cm independents in New England and 
could cam a postseason berth with a 
solid stretch finish. Cheyney State has 
all but Valeric Walker back from the 
team that finished second to Louisiana 
Tech. However, the talented all- 
America's graduation leaves Coach 



Vivian Stringer searching for a new 
leader. The Wolves are the best of all 
Mid Atlantic independents, but the 
postseason may be a little shorter this 
time. South Carolina, with sopho 
mores Brantley Southers and Marcia 
McAlister, is the best of Eastern inde- 
pendents in the southern sector and has 
top-10 potential. East Carolina is 
rebuilding, but Coach Cathy Andruzzi 
was in the same situation last year 
when the Pirates landed a Division 1 
berth. 

Mideast 

The Mideast is a microcosm of the 
balance around the country. The Big 
Ten, Metro and Southeastern Confer- 
ences, all owning automatic bids for 
their champions, will feature tight 
races among many teams that are top- 
20 caliber. 

The Big Ten sent three teams to 
nationals and could do the same again. 
Minnesota is an early favorite for the 
crown, but on a given day the champi 
onship could go to Northwestern or 
Ohio State. Illinois is rebuilding. 

With Florida State moving over 
from the AIAW, the Metro race is a lit- 
tle tougher. Memphis State still is the 
favorite to repeat, but the Lady Semi 
noles could change all that. Cincinnati 
gets better each year, while Virginia 
Tech is a dark-horse candidate. 

The Southeastern Conference 
claims to be the best in the country, 
and few can dispute the boast after five 
teams advanced to the Division I tour- 
nament last year. Three teams are in 
the preseason top 10 in many publica 
tions. All this to say, look for Tennes 
see as the favorite, unless you are a fan 
of Kentucky or Georgia. And let us not 
forget that Auburn and Mississippi 
both are solid. Vanderbilt would be a 
great independent, but the going might 
be too difficult here. 

Among other conferences, Miami 
(Ohio), making its NCAA debut, 
should repeat as the Mid-American 



Conference champion. Defending 
titlists Tennessee Tech and Middle 
Tennessee State are cofavorites in the 
Ohio Valley Conference. Among 
independents in the Mideast above the 
Mason Dixon line, Detroit is the best, 
while Notre Dame will continue to 
improve. DcPaul also is strong. South 
of the border features a balanced group 
that includes Delta State, East Tennes- 
see State and Tennessee-Chattanooga, 
all AIAW teams last season. 

Midwest 

Louisiana Tech may not own the 
country, but the Techsters still domi- 
nate the Midwest. The graduation of 
Pam Kelly and Angela Turner hurts 
from a depth standpoint, but it would 
have been worse had Deborah Rodman 
not decided to return. Janice Lawrence 
in the front court and firebrand Kim 
Mulkey back at guard make Louisiana 
Tech the only major independent 
worth discussing, but Stephen F. Aus- 
tin also has top-20 potential if it can 
pull together after the transfer of Pam 
Crawford to the Techsters. 

From a conference standpoint, this 
part of the world would be interesting 
if Louisiana Tech were located some- 
where else. Three conferences have 
automatic bids — the Big Eight, Gate- 
way and Southwest. 

Kansas State is a heavy favorite to 
win the Big Eight Conference again on 
the strength of a good recruiting year 
by coach Lynn Hickey. But there are 
other contenders that also can land 
postseason berths. Missouri had a 
strong finish last year leading to a 
berth and could make trouble in the 
conference, along with Oklahoma and 
Kansas. The latter team fell apart at 
midseason, but coach Marian Wash- 
ington has the talent to regroup. 

The Gateway Collegiate Athletic 
Conference is a new women's group 
that includes many teams that partici- 
pated in Missouri Valley competition 
last season. Despite the change, Illi- 



nois State and Drake still are the top 
two contenders — only this time the 
former should emerge as the cham- 
pion. 

This is the first year of Southwest 
Conference competition but not the 
first year of Texas domination in the 
area. Coach Jody Conradt's team at 
Texas had a 2-3 start last season, then 
won 33 straight games before being 
stopped by Rutgers in the AIAW 
championship. All five starters return 
and many think a trip to the NCAA 
finals is in store for the Longhorns. 
Arkansas continues to improve but has 
a way to go to have a shot at Texas. 

Among other conferences, fresh- 
man Lisa Ingram makes Northeast 
Louisiana the favorite to win the first 
Southland women's crown, while 
Jackson State once again is favored to 
win the Southwestern Athletic title. 

West 

The Rockies and points west once 
were considered the laughing stock of 
women's basketball. Until recent 
times, the only achievement was 
UCLA's AIAW title in 1978, and 
many cynics then thought that some- 
one else would have claimed the crown 
had it not been decided in the Bruins' 
fabled Pauley Pavilion. 

No one's laughing at the West now. 
Some of the strongest teams in the 
nation are located here. In fact, three 
conferences — the High Country, 
Northern Pacific and Western Colle 
giate — all have automatic berths to the 
Division I tournament. 

The High Country Conference race 
is anyone's, but the thought at the 
moment awards the forecast to New 
Mexico, though New Mexico State 
and Utah have a good chance. 
Bngham Young has been a traditional 
contender in these parts. 

The Northern Pacific was the Nor 
Cal last season; however, when Ore- 
gon, Oregon State, Washington and

If Cat Poly-Pomona feels like a 
marked team this winter, there is good 
reason. 

The Broncos return their top six 
players from last year's squad, which 
romped to the NCAA Division 11 
Women's Basketball Championship. 
During the tournament, no one could 
come within 13 points of coach 
Darlene May's club, which polished 
off Tuskegee, 93-74, in the finale. 

"Potentially, we should be even 
better this season," May said. "The 
talent is there." 

That may be bad news for the rest of 
the division. There are, however, 
plenty of teams that would like a shot 
at the Broncos' title. That title will be 
determined March 24 and 26 in 
Springfield, Massachusetts, when the 
final four get together for a common- 
site championship with the Division II 
men's finalists. 

Representatives of seven confer- 
ences with automatic qualification, at 
least one team from each of the divi- 
sion's eight regions and nine at-large 
entries will make up the 24 team field 
for the championship. Here's a look at 
each of those conferences and the eight 
regions:

North Carolina tries to rebound in 
first women's soccer tournament 



Everyone in women's collegiate 
soccer circles is breathing a little eas- 
ier. It seems North Carolina is not 
invincible alter all. 

Alter putting together a 29 game 
winning streak that included the 1981 
AIAW national championship, the Tar 
Heels finally came down to earth ear 
lier this month, losing a pair of 2 1 
games to Missouri St. Louis and Cort- 
land State in a tournament at Central 
Florida. 

Despite those losses. North Caro- 
lina could be among the 12 teams in 
the inaugural NCAA Women's Soccer 
Championship when first-round action 
gets under way this weekend.

Testimony ends in AIAW suit 

Both sides completed their cases Friday in the antitrust lawsuit filed against the 
NCAA by the Association for Intercollegiate Athletics for Women in the U.S. 
District Court for the District of Columbia. 

Judge Thomas P. Jackson gave both parties 45 days to prepare final proposed 
findings of fact in the case. After the 45-day period, the judge will schedule a date 
for both parties to present their closing arguments. 

There has been no indication of when the judge will issue a decision in the 
case. 

Kentucky Wesleyan adds football 

The Kentucky Wesleyan College board of trustees has voted to bring back 
football to the Owcnsboro campus after a 52-year absence. 

The football program will be reinstated in an attempt to offset projected declin- 
ing revenues from a predicted decrease in college enrollment in the United States 
of up to 15 percent in the next decade. 

By adding football and playing in NCAA Division 111 competition, college 
officials hope to attract male students who previously might have bypassed the 
institution. 

Mike Pollio, director of athletics, said freshmen would play an abbreviated 
schedule in 1983 and a regular schedule in 1984. He said a selection committee is 
being organized to locate a head coach, one full-time assistant and three part-time 
assistants. 

College President Luther W. White 111 said, "If you figure the costs against the 
projected gate receipts, then football will not be a cost effective program. But the 
students we will attract will be full paying students. If 1 didn't think it would 
bring us money, we wouldn't do it at all." 

Williams named to hall of fame 

Dave Williams, golf coach at the University of Houston since 1952, has been 
inducted into the Texas Golf Hall of Fame . 

Williams has led the Cougars to 14 NCAA titles, including the 1982 champi- 
onship this past summer. Williams' 14 titles are the most by any coach as he sur- 
passed Denver skiing coach Willy Schaeffler with the 1982 championship. 

Bill Rogers, one of Williams' prize pupils and former winner of the British 
Open, also was inducted into the hall of fame, along with Kathy Whitworth, Jay 
Hebert, Joe Black and Billy Maxwell. 

Three Bulldog players reinstated 

Three players have been reinstated to the Louisiana Tech University football 
team, following a ruling by the NCAA Subcommittee on Eligibility Appeals. 

Earlier, the Southland Conference placed Louisiana Tech on two years' proba 
tion and penalized the institution three scholarships from this year's recruiting 
season. 

The penalties resulted from a small cash incentives plan briefly used two years 
ago for players on special teams. 

Louisiana Tech had asked the NCAA to rule on whether three players from that 
team were still eligible. 

ECAC discontinues press guides 

The Eastern College Athletic Conference has voted to discontinue its press 
guides because of increasing costs after 32 years of publication. 

The action was taken at the conclusion of the conference's recent convention at 
Cape Cod, Massachusetts. 

A statement from the conference office said, "The ECAC Finance Committee, 
recognizing a rising deficit associated with the guides (surpassing $10,000 in 

1981- 82), has recommended that the guides be discontinued." 

Robert M. Whitelaw, ECAC commissioner, said that because of lack of guide 
financial support by the ECAC membership, media, sponsors and general public, 
no alternative existed other than to discontinue the service, commencing with the 

1982- 83 basketball and ice hockey press guides.

variances as possible have been elimi- 
nated. 

By the time the final game is called 
in about 3 a.m. Sunday from the West 
Coast, the statistics of approximately 
95 games in Divisions 1-A and 1-AA 
will be processed by Wright and his 
crew. After more than 12 hours, the 
initial phase of the numbers game is 
completed. 

Five hours later, Michael F. 
Bowyer, an administrative assistant in 
the statistics department, enters the 
game. Bowyer conducts what is called 
a "super purification" of the statistics 
gathered by Wright and McNeal. 
Bowyer examines the computer print- 
outs to verify that individual statistics 
equal team statistics and that the statis- 
tics are as accurate as possible. 

The statistics for Divisions 1-A and 
l-AA teams then are transmitted via 
computer to the Associated Press and 
United Press International terminals. 
Other publications such as The NCAA 
News, The Sporting News and Sports 
Illustrated, as well as the major televi- 
sion networks, also have the capability 
of receiving statistics. 

The final computer run takes 
approximately three hours and usually 
is completed by noon Sunday. Less 
than 12 hours after the completion of 
the last game, the statistics of Division 
1-A and l-AA football teams arc avail- 
able to the media. 

Division II and Division III statis 
tics arc gathered by mail and are proc- 
essed by Wednesday. The statistics arc 
checked for accuracy in much the same 
way Divisions I-A and l-AA statistics 
are verified. The statistics then arc 
compiled and ranked by computer no 
later than Thursday afternoon.

promote a few specific women's 
championships. Targeted promotions 
will continue this year in women's 
gymnastics, volleyball and basketball. 

"We're trying to build awareness in 
the community for those three champi 
onships," Berkey said. "We are taking 
events that can be the most successful 
and making them truly successful. 
Other championships will benefit from 
those successes." 

Specific programs, based on last 
year's results, will include billboard 
advertising in Salt Lake City for the 
Division I women's gymnastics meet 
and newspaper advertising in Stock- 
ton, California, for the Division I 
women's volleyball championship. In 
addition, special television features 
will be produced for use in the Nor- 
folk, Virginia, market in conjunction 
with the Division 1 women's basket 
ball finals. 

Berkey is even more enthusiastic 
about the new concepts that will be ini- 
tiated this year to promote women's 
sports in general — a new idea recently 
generated by the NCAA. 

"We are going to continue to make 
the public aware of women's ath 
letics," she said.

serve as NCAA president, and he ear- 
lier was the Association's secretary- 
treasurer for two years. 

A native of New York, Frank is the 
first Lincoln graduate to serve as presi- 
dent of the university, which has an 
enrollment of about 2,600. He 
attended Lincoln on an athletic schol- 
arship, served as an assistant basket- 
ball coach and later was head basket- 
ball coach for four years. 

Frank held several positions at the 
City University of New York before 
returning to Lincoln to become presi- 
dent. He said he will spend the next 
several weeks considering future 
career options. 



process has been refined and improved 
over the years, the system is not with- 
out pitfalls. Despite the various checks 
for accuracy, discrepancies ultimately 
will be solved only by contacting the 
host sports information directors to 
solve problems that occurred the pre 
ceding Saturday or Sunday. 

"When I get the composite of all 
statistics, we go into the next phase, 
another purification," Boda said. 
"Variances can't be totally eliminated 
from Saturday night. I'll make as 
many as 50 calls on Mondays contact- 
ing schools with variances to clear 
them up. I like to get the variances 
cleared up as early in the week as pos- 
sible so sports information directors 
can have the official statistics for their 
advance releases on the game next 
weekend." 

Boda, who is recognized as one of 
the foremost authorities on college 
football statistics, also must play the 
role of referee sometimes. When 
sports information directors disagree 
about a particular statistical total, 
Boda usually is called in to mediate. 

"There's been an unwritten rule 
since I started in 1949 that the host 
sports information director is responsi- 



ble for the game's official statistics," 
Boda said. "You can't overrule the 
home SID or it would be chaos. 

"If I'm asked for my version of how 
to score a play after it is described to 
me, I'll give it. But I won't overrule 
the home SID. I'll make an appeal for 
cooperation and remind them that 
someday they will be the visiting 
team." 

In addition to processing statistics 
for teams in all four divisions, the 
NCAA .statistics department also 
develops the football notes page for 
The NCAA News and maintains more 
than 2,000 cards on individual careers. 

"It's a constant updating process," 
Boda said. "If someone calls in Mon- 
day morning and wants to know how 
many career yards Herschel Walker 
has, we can get it. 

"You have to stay on top of it. If 
you don't go after variances and let 
them pile up, it could have an effect on 
national statistics. 

"I like to think of each Sunday as 
the start of a new football season. 
We'll come in Sunday and by Thurs- 
day all the statistics are verified. Then, 
the next Sunday, another season 
starts." 



Track standards approved 



Minimum qualifying standards for 
the 1983 National Collegiate Indoor 
Track Championships for both men 
and women have been approved by the 
NCAA Executive Committee. 

The common-site championships 
will be held March 1 1 12 in the Silver- 
dome in Pontiac, Michigan. 

In its August meeting, the Executive 
Committee approved both the com- 
mon-site concept and the minimum 
standards. It also approved the recom 
mendation of the Special Committee 
on Championships Standards to limit 
the field to 20 athletes per event, 
except that 24 competitors may be per 
mitted in the 60-yard dash and hurdles 



and the number of relay teams will be 
limited to 12. 

The games committee was autho- 
rized to add or delete competitors, 
using the qualifying standards as mini- 
mums, to reach the specified number 
of entries per event.
